“Frankly I don’t know whether 
the President will run,” he said.

Truman of Springfield, Mo., the 
President’s first cousin and one 
of his strongest admirers, said he 
also is in the dark. 

“I do not know,” Gen. Truman 
said. “I do know the President 
would like to retire to Missouri 
to devote his full time to the 
Memorial Library and to visiting 
with his friends and neighbors.”

Eisenhower would be available 
for the Republican presidential 
nomination.

WHOLESALE PRICES 
RESUME TREND

WASHINGTON, Sept. 7 (UP)— 
Average wholesale prices resumed 
their downward trend with a de- 
cline of one-tenth of one per cent 
in the week ended last Tuesday, 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics 
reported today. 

The index, which showed a 
drop in prices of farm products 
and slightly higher food prices, 
was 176.7 per cent of the 1926 
average. It was 12.6 per cent 
above the pre-Korean war level 
and 5 per cent higher than a year 
ago. 

The bureau said lower prices 
for livestock and grains pushed 
the farm products index down 
slightly.

15 Senator Young Calls 


Them ‘Beyond Imagina- 
tion’ — Senate Group 


OK’s 5 Billion Fund 
Hike for Airpower. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. (AP)— 
Senator Milton R. Young (Rep.), 
North Dakota, disclosed today 
that the United States has more 
than one devastating new secret 
weapon — powerful “beyond im- 
agination” — and that they all 
probably would be ready to use 
if war should come suddenly. 

Young made the statements to 
a reporter as the Senate Ap- 
propriations Committee approved 
a five billion dollar increase in 
defense funds for air power, in- 
cluding an Air Force of at least 
95 wings, which was recommend- 
ed by a subcommittee yesterday 
after it heard official testimony-on 
new weapons. 

He said the “fantastic” new 
weapons, reported to be far more 
devastating than the atomic bomb, 
already “are in a high state of 
development.” 

Senator Mundt (Rep.), South 
Dakota, told a reporter he believes 
the new weapons are not intend- 
ed for use in the Korean war, 
however. 

“It would be a mistake to use 
now any such new weapon, around 
which we have an effective veil 
of secrecy,” Mundt said, “because 
if we deemed it advisable we 
could liquidate the enemy there 
with the atom bomb, which Russia 
already knows we have.” 

For Missiles, New Aircraft. 

One Appropriations Committee 
member, who declined to be quot- 
ed by name, said some of the five 
billion dollars would go toward 
production of guided missiles as 
well as powerful new aircraft able 
to deliver atomic bombs to all 
parts of the world. 

Some Senators wanted to dis- 
card all restrictions on the size of 
the Air Force at today’s closed 
session, it was learned. The five 
billion dollar increase would push 
the record-breaking defense bill 
above 61 billion dollars. It con- 
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Both Young and Senator May- 
bank (Dem.), South Carolina, an- 
other committeeman, agreed that 
the new weapons were devastating 
and non-atomic. 


Otherwise, official secrecy 
shrouded the nature of the weap- 
ons. 

Senator O’Mahoney Dem.), Wy- 
oming, chairman of the subcom- 
mittee, made no mention of new 
weapons when he announced the 
increase in funds above amounts 
asked for by President Truman or 
voted by the House. 

“Nobody wants World War III,” 
O’Mahoney said. “The Russians 
have refrained from precipitating 
it because they know we have the 
atomic bomb. This will assure the 
world that we have airpower ade- 
quate to carry the bomb any- 
where.” 

Young pointed to Truman’s 
speech in San Francisco this week 
in which the President said new 
weapons could wipe out civiliza- 
tion. 

Not Exaggerating, Young Says. 

Young said the President cer- 
tainly was not exaggerating.”

Construction of a $60,000,000 
crude oil pipeline across St. 
Charles county was resumed to- 
day, after a court order ended a 


blockade by a group of farmers, 
who had used shotguns, rifles 
and pistols yesterday to keep 
workmen off the job. 
Signs reading “Keep out or get 
shot,” were removed. Charles W. 
Williams, whose easement dis- 
pute led to the blockade yester- 
day by him and his neighbors, 
said he would offer no further 
resistance. His farm is near Fir- 
ma, 30 miles northwest of St. 
Louis. 
Circuit Judge B. Richards 
Creech issued the order at Troy, 
Mo., late last night, on petition of 
the Platte Pipeline Co. The order 
restrains the farmers temporarily 
from interfering with progress of 
the line by threats, force of arms 
or assembly in the vicinity. 

Part of 1080-Mile Line. 
A spokesman for the pipeline 
company predicted that welding 
would be completed today on the 
one-mile portion that crosses Wil- 
liam’s property and that the line 
would be laid and the ditch cov- 
ered within three days. The 20- 
inch line, being built for five 
major oil companies, is to be a 
1080-mile common carrier running 
from a point near Worland, Wyo,, 
to the Wood River refinery area. 
The dispute broke out yester- 
day when workmen of the C. R. 
Burden Construction Co. of Tulsa, 
Okla., contractor for the eastern 
end of the pipeline, reached Wil- 
liams’s 140-acre farm. As they 
began. clearing a strip, he com- 
plained that they were cutting 
trees neednessly and clearing 65 
to 70 feet instead of the 40 feet 
he had understood they would use. 
He said they also had blocked 
drainage ditches. 
Williams, whose land was cov- 
ered three to six feet deep by 


floodwaters last July, is chairman 
of the newly-organized Alton Pool 
Protective Association. A dozen 
of his neighbors, mostly members 
of the association, joined him in 
standing guard. They were wait- 
ing, armed, when the construction 
crew appeared for work yester- 
day. 
Takes Lawyers on Tour. 

On a tour of the property, Wil- 
liams pointed out to attorneys 
for the pipeline company an oak 
tree three feet in diameter that 
was 21 feet from the line of flags 
showing where the pipe was to 
go. One of the lawyers said some 
trees even farther from the line 
had to be cut so the line could 
be seen from the air on daily 
patrol trips once it is in use. 

Making additional complaints, 
Williams said: 

“The men have covered per- 
fectly good timbers with dirt. I 
don’t ask that they pile up the 
timber and firewood, but just 
leave it so I can, SP to it. They’ve 
used some of the logs to fill in 
my drainage ditch; if we'd get a 
hard rain tonight, my house would 
be flooded again. 

Part of Crop Destroyed. 

Richard Schneider, who farms 
the land for Williams, also de- 
manded repayment for part of his 
soybean crop destroyed by heavy 
construction equipment. He said 
that the ground will be so solidly 
packed for five years after the 
line is laid that “when. you're 
plowing and hit that easement, 
you're done—a plow can’t pull 
through it.” 

As work started today, Willi 
took photographs of additional 
damage he said the crew was do- 
ing to his property. He plans to 
appear at a hearing Oct. 26 before 
Judge ‘Creech on whether the 
temporary injunction should be 
made permanent. The pipeline 
eo posted a $2500 bond last 
night.

At the Hawthorne, police said, 
Leo Corcoran appears at irregular 
intervals but apparently takes no 
bets.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Sept. 7 
(UP)—Gov. Forrest Smith con-

In reply Mow and his assistant 
blamed their recall on a long 
battle against what they felt were 
open chances for graft in pur- 
chasing of aviation gasoline. They

ment sometimes paid Chinese 
brokers high prices for gasoline 
obtained cheaper through Mow’s 
own purchasing. 

The State Department already 
is quietly investigating the case 
to determine whether any Ameri- 
can funds have been misused. It 
also is laying the groundwork for 
a decision it will have to make 
if the Chinese Government de- 
mands the two officers be forced 
to return to Formosa. 

Department spokesmen said the 
demand so far has not been made, 
but that if it comes the depart- 
ment will have to rule on the 
validity of the charges. 

A formal request for asylum 
will be placed before the State 
Department when and if the Na- 
tionalist demand comes in, law- 
yers for the two men said. The 
two officers believe they will be 
placed before a firing squad if 
they return to Formosa. They 
have denied misusing the 319, 
440,000. 

Honest, Says U. S. Associate. 

One American associate of the 
general and colonel had this to 
say: 

“These men are scrupulously 
honest. Their troubles have come 
from their efforts to save money 
for their government-and to stop 
the grafting on air force con- 
tracts. 

“They don't blame Chiang Kai- 
shek. They think he is honest 
but that he doesn’t know what is 
going on around him.” 

The Chinese Nationalist Gov- 
ernment has not come forward 
with details of the charges involv- 
ing the $19,440,000 and the other 
side of the story is not yet known. 

A Chinese source said Gen. 
Mow had twice sent memoranda 
to Mme. Chiang Kai-shek protest- 
ing against gasoline purchases 
which by-passed his office—and 
pointing out the use of middle- 
men was a waste of money. 

Protection at. Dinner. 

A Chinese Embassy source gave 
this account of the dinner Aug, 24 
given by Ambassador V. K. Well- 
ington Koo in honor of Mow's 
successor, Gen. Tu Ta-weil! 

Mow and Hsiang had been dis- 
missed and denounced by the 


Chiang Government three days 
earlier. They decided reluctantly 
to attend the dinner but arranged 
for bodyguards to be outside the 
house armed with automatic shot- 
guns and a pistol. 
| Mow went unarmed but Hsiang 
carried a .32 caliber pistol in his 
pocket while three other Chinese 
patrolled the grounds outside.

the not too distant future.” 


MacArthur charged that under 
the leadership of President Tru- 
man, the United States had lost 
to the world the one great chance 
it has had for enduring universal 
peace.“ f 

Our need for adequate military 
defense, with world tensions as 
they were and are, is and should 
have been completely evident 
even before the end of the war,” 

“By what faith then ean we find 
hope in those hose past judg- 
ments so grievously erred, who 
deliberately disarmed in the face 
of threatening Comm Can 
they now be blindly trusted, as. 
they so vehemently demand, to set 
an unerring course to our future 
well-being and security? There are 
those of us who, from neither 
partisan affiliation nor with poli- 
tical purpose, think not.” : 

The general drew round after 
round of applause last night from 
an audience estimated by police 
at 9300 in the public auditorium.

Text of Speech. 

The text of MacArthur’s address 
follows: 

It is gratifying indeed to have 
this opportunity to address the 
citizens of Cleveland and of the 
state of Ohio—a state which has 
contiibuted so abundantly to 
America’s leadership both past 
and contemporary. Indeed indica- 
tions multiply that this leadership 
may even increase in the not too 
distant future. No section of our 
country symbolizes more force- 


armed in the face of threatening 


At war’s end the main agency 
for maintaining the peace became 
the United Nations. This organi- 
zation was conceived: in à com- 
mon desire that the scourge of 
war should not again be visited 
upon the earth. It was dedicated 
to the principle that all mankind 
of inalienable right should live in 
justice and liberty and peace. It 
represents perhaps the noblest ef- 
fort man has yet made to evolve 
a universal code based upon the 
highest of moral precepts. It be- 
came the keystone to an arch of 
universal hope. 

U. N. Fails to Fulfill Hopes. 

In practice its efforts become 
increasingly doubtful of ultimate 
success. Its organization is inher- 
ntly weak, legislatively, judicially 
and executively.. It lacks legisla- 
tive strength because its members, 
not being elected but merely ap- 
pointed, are not answerable di- 
rectly to their people. It lacks 
judicial strength because there is 
no accepted international code of 
sufficient moral authority or pur- 
pose to mold and guide its de- 
cisions. It lacks executive strength 
because it controls no agencies of 
sufficient power to enforce its 
mandates.

Adm, Sherman’s mission was un- 
dertaken as a result of the unani- 
mous recommendation of the 
Joint Chiefs, approved by Secre- 
tary of Defense Marshall. Gen. 
Marshall presented the recom- 
mendation to the National Secur- 
ity Council, which approved it 
after detailed studies, had been 
made balancing the strategic re- 
quirements of European defense 
against the political objections of 
the Labor and Socialist govern- 
ments of Britain and France. 

When Adm. Sherman’s mission 
was announced the objections 
which had been expected were 
made by officials in both Britain 
and France. Some pretended to 
be surprised at the United States 
decision, although both govern- 
ments had been consulted and 
kept fully informed. It.is known 
that many government. officials, 
among them President Auriol of 
France, agree with the American

The new earnings tax proposal is fair in an- 
other respect, It would provide a basic exemp- 
tion of $600, and further exemptions of $600 
for each dependent. (There were no exemptions 
under the old law.) This still leaves the proposal 
far from the graduated basis regarded as the 
only fair one for all income taxes. 

It is not so difficult as some people make out 
to collect an earnings tax on this basis since 
the bookkeeping has to be done anyway in con- 
nection with the federal income tax.

When the German Foreign Min- 
ister threatened that 500,000 Ger- 
man reservists would rise up if 
the United States entered World 
War I, Gerard bluntly replied: 

“The United States has 500,000 
lamp posts on which to hang the 
500,000 German reservists.’ 

Gerard spent four years in Ger- 
many prior to this country's en- 
try into the war. He had been 
there about a year when Germany 
went to war with Great Britain 
and her allies, That was in 1914, 
Outbreak of hostilities enormous- 
ly multiplied his duties. 

Then it was that the smooth- 
working and likeable Gerard in- 
troduced German officialdom to a 
new kind of American diplomacy 
characterized by bluntness and 
frankness and prosecuted with 
fearlessness. 

Among his wartime duties was 
looking after the welfare of Al- 
lied war prisoners. Once when 
German authorities paid no heed 
to his appeals for more humane 
treatment, he told Chancellor von 
Bethmann-Hollweg: 

“If I cannot get an answer to 
my proposition about prisoners, 
I will take a chair and sit in front 
of 3 palace in the street un- 
til I receive an answer.“

HIS is the season for katydids and crickets,

DRAGONFLIES LIKE the sun, and so do their

BOTH DAMSELFLIES and dragonflies lay their 
eggs in or near the water, the former always in- 
serting theirs into the living tissue of some 
acquatic plant. The second or “nymph” stage is 
passed in the water, some species taking as long 
as a year to reach the adult stage. And here again 
the insects are useful, since mosquito larvae rep- 
resent a large part of their prey. The nymphs are 
equipped for hunting with a specially hinged lower 
lip or jaw which can be thrust out to a consider- 
able distance in order to sieze a victim and drag 
it in to the mouth. This lower lip, when not in 
use, is drawn in to fit over the rest of the mouth 
and part of the face, somewhat after the manner 
of a highwayman’s mask. 

* * * 


OUR CICADAS ARE the most persistent singers 
of the late summer afternoons. Generally called 
“seventeen-year locusts,” they are actually members 
of a large family which numbers about 75 species 
in America. The life cycle from egg through the 
nymphal stage to the mature insect which fills the 
autumn afternoons with its drumming may run 
from four to 20 or more years, so that several 
generally be found hatching in any 
year.

OUR “PERIODIC CICADAS,” which are most 
common in the Middle West, have a cycle of 13 
to 17 years depending on the latitude, so that 
they can be predicted with considerable accuracy 
by anyone willing to keep the record of the big 
locust years. And although they furnish a plentiful 
food supply for many kinds of birds and for fish 
where they hatch near a stream or lake, they are 
extremely destructive because of their habit of 
laying their eggs in the branches of trees. Fruit 
trees especially are often killed by the “locusts” 
and in years when they are plentiful, one sees 
throughout the Ozark forests literally thousands of 
branch tips turning brown at this season from the 


egg deposits.

THE EGGS, WHEN THEY HATCH, produce a 
nymph which falls to the ground and burrows 
down to start feeding on plant and tree roots. 
Finally, on a night in late summer after its sojourn 
of several years, it emerges from the soil to climb 
a tree trunk. Here it clings firmly as the shell 
splits and the winged cicada. emerges, leaving 
its discarded skin to be collected by some inquisi- 
tive youngster. The male cicada is the singer of 
the family, his abdomen being mainly a sort of 
vibrating drum, operated by powerful muscles. Al- 
though none of the naturalists we know has noted 
the fact, we have obsérved in countless instances 
that the drumming is the invariable signal for a 
flight by the male cicada. Watch this, some sum- 
mer afternoon, and you will see that whenever 
you are able to locate the drumming insect, ‘he
